Furni- 
vall produced his six text volume in 
1868 was Tyrwhitt's work as a whole

The bunches don't grow much bigger 
than a stem of red currants, and they 
are so full of sugar that when they are 
picked and dried in the sun they actu- 
ally seem to melt and run together like 
gumdrops, and it takes a lot of care 
nnd work to separate them again. 


"After they are separated is the time 


when the Grecian maiden gets her 
work in on 'em, for It is one of her 
pleasant duties to Jump on a heap of 
the sticky stuff with her bare feet until 
she has compressed enough of the little 
raisins to squeeze three boxes of them 
Into one. No hydraulic pump could do 
it better. If it could, we wouldn't have 
the sand and grit the maiden's feet 
mingle with the fruit, and without that 
no dried corintbs are genuine. 


"Still, I shall expect folks to come in 


here right along and ask for dried cur- 
rants just the same," said the learned 
grocer as he went tc wait p,n a new cus- 
tomer.—New YQJTk Press,

TRANSPORTATION'S FUTURE 


The -way of the trust does not become 


smoother as time passes. Although the 
cotton-duck trust was but recently 
formed the competition of outside con- 
cerns has alrsady compelled a reiduc. 
tion of 5 per cent in the trust's list price 
of duck. Meantime the United Stales 
rubber company, the trust which is man 
aged by that well known champ-ion of 
trusts, Charles R. Flint, has reduced 
the dividend rato en the preferred stociE 
from 8 to 4 -»er cent. This seems also 
to be on account of outside competition. 
The rubber combination was organized 
about, eight years ago and has paid the 
regular 8 per cent dividend on the pre- 
ferred stock «ver since, with the excep. 
tion of 1897, when 6 per cent was paid. 
Two per cent was paid on the common 
in 1899 and 1 per cent last year, when 
flurther dividends on those shares were 
deferred. The stock of the trust broke 
violently on the exchange yesterday 
and closed for the preferred about ?30 
per share below the quotation of a year 
ago.—Springfield Kepublican-

DEATH OF W. H, 6AYLORD 


An Apopltetic Strakt Removes Ont of 


tlw City's Most Prominent Citiztn* 


William H. Gaylord died this morning 


at 1.30 o'clock at his home, corner of 
Quincy and Abblaucl gtreets, as the re. 
suit of a stroke ofl apoplexy which he 
suffered in his store Wednesday morn, 
ing, a« heretofore reported- He had 
lain in a critical condition from the 
time of the attack, and while it was 
hoped he would be able to rally his 
death occasionad no surprise. 


Mr. Gaylord was born at Hadlev 65 


yeara ago last May a-nd was the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Chester Gaylord. At the 
age of lo yiears he left home and went 
t6 work in a sreneral store at Haydon- 
ville, conducted by Hyde, Warren & 
Co He remained there for about a 
year and then came to this city and 
entered the employment of GayJprd, 
Richardson & Co.. manufacturers and 
merchants, his biulh&r Samuel bc-iug a 
member of the flrrn- Afiter workinK 
here for about six months he went to 
Wisconsin, where he worked for his 
cousin as a store clerk for two or three 
years- He then returned to Hadley, 
and went latere to Nashville, Tenn., 
where he remained till the breaking out 
of the civil war, when he returned to 
the north and soon afterward located 
in this city, where the remainder of his 
life was j>aased. In 1862 he went into 
the dry goods business In company with 
the late Homer A, Smith, the firm name 
being Smith *- Gaylord. They continued 
togfther till 1877, wnen Mr. Oaylovd 
bfught his partner's interest and from 
that time he conducted the business 
ai< ne. It has been locit^S for many 
y^ais in the Martin blocs on Main 
shett and is one of th* !>est Known 
mercantile establishments m North 
Botkshire. 


Mr. Gaylord was an Indus crious an 3 


thrifty merchant and always kept his 
>>us:nes£. fully abr&ast of tlvi timt-s He 
gave it his constant personal super- 
"isjnn and was recognized as ons of tlvi 
most capable and sagacious business 
men Jn the city. He was very success- 
ful and •achieved a hands'ome compe- 
tence. A few years ago he built a res- 
idence at the corner of Quincy and Ash 
land streets, which is among the most 
modern and commodious houses in 
the city. 


Mr. Gaylord was a man of quiet 


habits and his time was devoted almost 
entirely to ills business and hia home, 
yet he was a sociable and pleasant 
man to meet and had a large number 
of friends in business and social circles. 
As a citizen he took a live Interest in 
the affairs 'ot the city, but was never a 
seeker of public office. He had served 
for several years on the board of 11. 
cense commissioners, of which he was 
chairman at the time of his death, and 
his work in that ixffiee was eminently 
satisfactory. 


His 
recognized 
business 
ability 


brought his services into demand in 
connection with some of the financial 
institutions of the city and at the time 
'of his death he was president of the 
Berkshire nationaVbank and was also 
a trustee of the North Adams savings 
bank and a member of its investment 
board. Mr. Gaylord had been for many 
years a member of the Masonic frater- 
nity and was a past master of Lafa- 
yette lodge of this city. He was also a 
member of the North Adams club. 


When a young man Mr. Gaylord mar- 


ried Miss Maria Russell of Woodstock, 
Vt. Several children were born to them 
but none ig living. The last one to die 
was a daughter, Mrs. Park Valentine, 
who was killed with her husband in a 
wreck on the New York Central rail- 
road between Albany and New York 
about 20 years ago while on their wed- 
ding tour. They had been matrifci the 
evening before .and the wedding waa a 
brilliant event. 
The groom was a 


Bennington, Vt., young man. and an 
unusually wide circle of friends were 
interested in the couple, whose pros- 
pects were very bright. The tragedy 
was a, blow from which Mr. Gaylord 
and his wife never fully recovered. Mrs. 
Gaylord died three years ago. 


A year ago last fall Mr. Gaylord 


married Miss Evelyn F- Stroud of thifl 
city, who survives him. He also leaves 
a brother, George Gaylord of Hadley, 
and a sister, Mrs. Lucy Hubbard of 
Adrian, Mich- The brother was present 
at the time ofl his death, having arrived 
from Hadley yesterday afternoon. 


Sons of Temperance Matter 


The Pittsnsid Sons of Temperance, 


who are the leaders in the movement to 
secede from the grand division, has 
practically decided to disband, and Trill 
ask the other divisions in the county to 
organize separate societies. 


The pubic is pretty well informed as 


to the cause fhat has led to dissatis- 
faction in the ranks ofl the Berkshire 
divisions. Thev are according to the 
rules by laws compelled to pay a heavy 
per capita tax to the grand division. 
This has been a large amount compared 
with the local dues. For this tax it is 
claimed by tha secessionists that they 
have received no return from the grand 
division. Accordingly last year they pe. 
titioned for a separate grand division 
in the western part of th« state. The 
petition was signed by four of the 
Berkshire divisions and according to 
the rules of the national bodv to whom 
the petition was sent the petition re. 
quired five divisions, and on tbia point 
the petition was denied. 


Since that time the leaders of the 


secession movement have turned their 
efforts toward an Independent femppr- 
ance order founded on th* principles 
of the F. M. T. A. societies. According 
to the present rules if a division wants 
to giv<" a social, a dispensation from 
a deputy must be bad and dancing is 
not allowed- 
Other obnoxious rules, 


according; to the secessionists, are en. 
flwced- 


The new temperance work they «av 


will be more aggressive, more social, 
more thorough than the work of the old 
division. It will have social sessions 
and entertainments and will keep apace 
with the development of the town and 
vicinity.

W. B. Cameron, C. E., of Birming- 


ham, England, who Is stopping at the 
Holland House, ha* just returned from 
Central America, where ho has been 
inspecting some mining claims held by 
British capitalists, says tbe New York 
Sun. He says thai European Investors 
are loo»«ng toward Central America aa 
a possible field for tbe employment of 
capital, and he predicts that tbe re- 
sources of the country will be develop- 
ed rapidly after the canal Is In opera- 
tion. An English syndicate is reported 
to have acquired an option upon the 
principal Nicaraguan railway lines, 
^th concessions for new lines to be 
built if the canal bill passes. In re- 
gard to the position of the people of Ni- 
caragua toward the canal scheme Mr. 
Cameron said: 


'•The attitude of all classes is decid- 


edly In favor of baring the canal built 
Tbe mass of tbe people favor it because 
they expect that it will bring a vast 
amount of gold into the country and 
will provide positions as guards and 
overseers fer themselves. It Is gener- 
ally expected that the Nicaraguan and 
Costa Rican authorities in the final ne- 
gotiations for the canal will stipulate 
that such places shall be filled from 
their own citizens. 


"There Is one point which does not 


seem to be appreciated by most of the 
Americans with whom I have talked in 
the course of the trip overland from 
San Francisco. They assume that the 
Central American republics will give 
the United States carte blanche to 
build and manage the canal according 
to her own plans and witheut recom- 
pense. In fact, from all I have heard 
and read hi your American newspa- 
pers it seems to be the general impres- 
sion that all arrangements with Nica- 
ragua and Costa Rica providing for the 
construction of tbe canal bad been 
completed. Ac I understand the mat- 
ter, however, the final negotiations 
have not yet been entered upon. When 
they are undertaken, I think that it 
Trill appear that tbe sentiment of the 
Nicaraguans in regard to the terms of 
constructing the canal is somewhat 
different from what It is believed to be 
by the people of your city. 


"For several months I nfade my head- 


quarters in Managua, and in tbe course 
of my business I became acquainted 
with several prominent citizens and 
government officials. 
At that time it 


was reported that the United States 
would Insist upon the right to fortify 
the canal and to secure exclusive privi- 
leges for United States vessels. To this 
they were all greatly opposed and de- 
clared that Nicaragua could not eon- 
sent to the building of the canal unless 
it was to be open on equal terms to the 
shipping of the world. Some fear was 
expressed as to tbe ultimate Intentions 
of the United States on account of the 
expansionist tendencies which she now 
displays, and It was generally main- 
tain d that tbe conditions for the man- 
agement of the canal ought to be very 
clearly defined BO tbat this country 
should not be able to extend her con- 
trol over the canal to the point of terri- 
torial control which might result later 
on in tbe absorption of Nicaragua into 
the possession of the United States. 


"So far as I could learn it is the In- 


tention of the governments of Nicara- 
gua and Costa Rica to demand an im- 
portant share in tbe control of the ca- 
nal under a tripartite agreement. 
I 


was informed by an official of the Nica- 
raguan government that the people of 
Nicaragua had been told that the senti-_ 
ment of the United States was in favor 
of a canal through Nicaragua and that 
it would be built along that route. Con- 
sequently they regarded It as a valua- 
ble concession and would demand in re- 
turn for it fither a share in the control 
of the canel or a large money indem- 
nity. 


"If the grvernment should undertake 


to dispose of the concession without 
such condit ons, according to this offi- 
cial, it wot. Id result In a revolution. 
The question of constitutional author- 
Ity would nut be a bar to such action In 
his opinion, because the constitution 
could be air ended by the action of the 
Nicaraguan congress, in which the gov- 
ernment pa ty hys a substantial major- 
ity, but the very fact of taking such 
action, as 1« explained, would be tak- 
en advantage of by the opposition to 
stir up a revolution, as the party of the 
outs stood ready to use any pretense 
to seize the government before tbe 
actual beginning of canal work in the 
expectation that during its construe- 
ti«^n those In authority wouid have op- 
portunities to enrich themselves. 


"As to the interest in the canal on the 


part of tbe. people of Nicaragua, It 
could not be greater than It 1$. It Is the 
one great topic of discussion. There are 
nil kinds of talk of concessions. prlv- 
ileges and so-forth, and all kinds of 
more or less Intangible enterprises are 
being set afloat. As an tiample of the 
prevailing attitude I was Informed that 
certain officials of Costa Rica had 


"hbought up tbe lands on their side of the 
j river which will be flooded by the con- 


struction of tbe great dam across the 
San Juan and will demand a large in- 
demnity for tbe flooding of their prop- 
erty."

SINKING SHIPS. 


They D««'t LI«*er In MldoceM, b«> 


Go to th« Bottom. 


What becomes of tbe ships that stnl 


at sea? Do they go all tbe way to tbi 
bottom or do the} meet somewhere un- 
der the surface a certain pressure that 
buoys them up and holds them In equi- 
librium? Somebody, we forget who It 
ia, has given rein to his grewsome fan- 
cy and pictured all the shipi that bare 
been lost in midocean as wandering 
about like so many ghosts hal* way be* 
tween tbe surface and the bottom. 


There is no foundation whatever for 


such a notion, though many persons 
hare It Any object that will sink be- 
neath tbe surface of the sea will go all 
the way to the bottom. The pressure 
encountered on tbe way down, which is 
simply enormous in tbe deeper parts, 
has nothing to do with the object's 
sinking, for it is exerted on the object 
as well as on tbe water, thus equalising 
tbe conditions. 


Tbe reason why the object sinks to the 


bottom la that water is not compressi- 
ble; at least it is so little so that its den* 
sity at the bottom of the sea is only a tri- 
ne greater than it is at tbe surface. Sci- 
entists tell as that the water at the bot- 
tom is just about as much denser than 
the water at the surface as sea water 
is denser than fresb water. 


This slight difference in density, 


therefore, does not and cannot stop tb* 
downward course of a sinking ship or 
any object &iat is heavy enough to 
sink rapidly beneath tbe surface. Pres- 
sure, as we have said, is not a factor 
In the case at all.—Chicago Record.

In tbe following edltoiial, written by 


Alfred Harmaworth, the millionaire 
English editor, In the tabloid edition of 
the New York World, he tells where 
the United States is ahead of the 
world: 


Americans are not without go*d 


(rounds (or their assertion that tbe av- 
erage British traveler who comes to 
this country is accustomed to grumble 
all the time at what be sees. They 
would take less notice of John Bull's 
criticism* were they aware that the old 
gentleman regards grumbling as bis 
national privilege. I read the other day 
in a cable dispatch from London that 
"the reviews and newspapers are filled 
with dismal forebodings and croak- 
Ings on the part of pessimist* in regard 
to the British empire." Out of curiosi- 
ty I have turned to the British Annual 
Register for 100 years back and found 
that John Bull was croaking and whin- 
ing with equally great vigor at that 
time. 


Not the least of the differences which 


exist between the peoples on the two 
sides of the Atlantic U that you are 
optimists and we are pessimists. That 
fact accounts for a great deal of tbe 
grumblings by British tourists which 
are so much resented here. And the 
United States offers a splendid oppor- 
tunity to tbe British grumbler by rea- 
son of the circumstance that its faults 
are on the surface. 


There are no secrets in America. The 


American newspaper is a powerful 
microscope which magnifies everything 
and everybody—all that is good and all 
that is bad—in the country. 
The 


American does not shut himself in a 
big house surrounded by a moat, and 
that again placed inside a park which 
In its turn is encircled by a high wall 
You can see him at any time exactly 
as be la, and he is therefore particu- 
larly easy to criticise. It is doubtless 
for this reason that he comes in for 
so large a share of comment, advice 
and admonition. 


Now, I propose reversing tbe order 


ef things for a moment by stating ex- 
actly where I think Americans are 
ahead of most countries I have seen— 
and I have traveled extensively. On 
tbe mechanical side of everyday life 
you have entered upon the twentieth 
century so far ahead of tne world that 


doubt whether we will ever catch up 


with you. 
In the great matter of 


surface transit—surely one of the most 
important features of modern life—you 
are leading tbe universe. 


You gave us the Morse telegraph, the 


telephone, the phonograph, the incan- 
descent lamp, tbe Maxim gun, tbe Hoe 
printing press, the linotype typeset- 
ting machine, the electric automobile, 
the typewriter, the sewing machine, 
the model office building, tbe Westing- 
house brake and motor, and number- 
less improvements on existing inven- 
tions which testify in every land to the 
force of American genius. You are 
giving your young people an education 
which, in my opinion, is altogether 
more suited to the requirements of the 
twentieth century than that we pro- 
vide. Your public school system is the? 
admiration of the world. 


Those who are too prone to criticise 


surface faults in the United States 
should witness, as I have, tfie landing 
*t Ellis island of the hordes of illiter- 
ate foreigners fresh from the tyranny 
and misrule of the continental countries, 
and should remember that Americans 
stand exposed to the criticisms of the 
whole world OD events arid actions 
largely brought about by these swarms 
of newly arrived immigrants. 
The 


kind of American news that comes to 
Europe consists chiefly of strike riots 
and other crimes too frequently com- 
mitted by this same foreign element 
No other people in the world could as- 
similate and in a single generation 
make a man of the kind of human 
derelict dumped down daily on your 
shores from Europe. No other people 
can so readily adapt them selves to the 
changing kaleidoscope of progress.

A citizen of Montville, near New Ha- 


ven, announces that be saw a black 
owl on Christinas day while out hunt- 
ing, says the New York Sun, The black 
owl was on a branch of a dead oak in 
the woods a few miles north of the vil- 
lage, and the citizen was so astonished 
at the sight that he did not think of 
shooting the bird until it flew away.

Adams Selectmtn Will S.en Act on 
Rtqutit of Strut Rillway Company 


As the Transcript announced several 


days ago would be done, th« Hoosac 
Valley street railroad company today 
petitioned the selectmen of Adams for 
the privilege of extending its track 
from the present terminus in that town 
to the Cheshire line. The board will 
undoubtedly act on the petition at its 
regular meeting Monday by calling for 
a hearing, and there is every reason to 
believe that tho final action will b; 
favorable, as the people of the town 
have long desired the proposed exten- 
sion. 


It may have been forgotten by some 


that the original charter gives the com- 
pany the right to lay its tracks as far 
as the corner of Reeves and Commer- 
cial streets, which ia nearly half a 
mile beyond the point where the cars 
now stop. 
But, as has bcfqre been 


stated, the company now desir«e the 
right to extend to the Cheshire line, 
though the road may not be built to 
that point at once. It will, however, be 
carried to Maple Grove if the necessary 
privileges are granted. 


If the selectmen grant the company's j 


petition without imposing ob^ectiona! 
conditions the next step will be to pe- 
tition the railroad commission for the 
right to cross the Boston and Albany 
railroad track at the Park street cross- 
ing in Adams, and also at Maple Grove. 
There is no reason to doubt that all 
needed rights will be readily obtained, 
and the result will b« an extension of 
the road beneficial alike to the company 
and the public.
